The chemist testified that the fiv e

street was p u re beer. Mr. Po rter was 
called to the stan d immediately after 
din n er an d testified that he had kep t 
the Beer in the ho u se fo r his o wn u se 
an d that he p u rchased 
two o f the 
cases fo r his dau ghter u p o n the ad­ 
v ise o f p hy sician s. 
In makin g the p lea fo r the State 
befo re the co u rt, Dep u ty Pro secu to r 
Mo rgan p o in ted o u t that, acco rdin g

Danish Aristocracy Decry Attentions 


to a Mere Private Citizen. 
Cop enhagen, May 3.—Colonel Roose­ 
v elt arriv ed here at 5 o’clock last ev en­ 
ing with considerable agitation in his 
bosom. 
The colonel’s baggage had 
gone astray . 
Owing to the failu re of his tru nks to 
arriv e or. time, Colonel Roosev elt was 
comp elled to wear a gray su it when he 
called on 
Prince Hans and Prince 
W aldemar. 
He ap p eared in the same 
garb at the dinner at the p alace, bu t 
before it was ov er the errant tru nks 
p u t in an ap p earance. 
Mrs. Roosev elt and Miss Ethel also 
were forced to dine in their street 
gowns, bu t all were enabled to ap p ear 
at the brilliant recep tion at the Amer­ 
ican legation in conv entional ev ening 
attire. 
Du ring the dinner the crown 
p rince ex tended a welcome to Colonel 
Roosev elt, ex p ressing regret at his 
father’s absence from the cou ntry . 
Colonel Roosev elt rep lied briefly . 
He 
said th at the p rince’s greeting at the 
station was all that cou ld hav e been 
desired. It seems that the p rince was 
both amu sed and delighted at the in­ 
formal natu re of the meeting between 
himself and the colonel at the railway 
station. The Danish cou rt is noted for 
Its formality , bu t the missing baggage 
seemed to p ress heav ily 
011 Roosev elt’s 
mind. 
Roosev elt seems to hav e established 
two records at the roy al p alace. 
The 
first was his dining there formally in 
a gray flannel su it, and the second 
consists in the fact that he is the only 
p riv ate citizen who ev er p u t u p there 
as a gu est. To this has been added a 
gu ard of honor at the p alace and the 
fly ing of the American flaag. 
It is 
whisp ered abou t that some of the older 
aristocrats are not too well p leased 
with all this. 


This decision was not reached by 
the seriate leaders u ntil they had got 
President T att on the long-distance tel­ 
ep hone at Pittsbu rg and informed him 
of the seriou sness of the situ ation. 
It 
is u nderstood that they told the p resi­ 
dent p lainly 
1 bat it was dou btfu l if the 
organization cou ld m u ster the v otes to 
carry these sections of the bill. 
The 
p resident, it is said, told them that if 
the recommendations which he made 
were defeated by a combination of in­ 
su rgents and Democrats the adminis­ 
tration no longer cou ld be held resp on­ 
sible for the form of 
the m easu re 
L ater the Rep u blican leaders called 
rep resentativ es of the insu rgents into 
conference and asked if they had any 
p rop osition to offer on which the two 
factions might get together. 
The in­ 
su rgents declined to concede any thing, 
contending that they would hav e the 
v otes to carry the p rop osed Cu mmins 
amendment to the bill. 
It was after 
this that the leaders decided that Sec­ 
tions 7 and 12 would hav e to be strick­ 
en from the bill.

large, 
rough, unsightly warts, and in se­ 
vere attacks, completely destroy s tlu 
erop. 
Once the fungus gets into the 
soil, it is impossible to grow a crop 
of potatoes on the land for several 
y ears. 
The fungus which causes this di>- 
ease was discovered in 1 8 9 6 
in pota­ 
toes grown in Hungary . 
It is now 
prevalent in many places in Engjaiu 
and there is great danger that it may 
spread to Ireland. 
It is also foun 
in Germany and some other Euro­ 
pean countries. 
It has been carriet 
to Newfoundland, but lias not y et ap­ 
peared in the United States. 
It is spread by using affected po­ 
tatoes for seed, and, as this country 
imports considerable 
quantities 
potatoes every y ear, there is danger 
that it may be introduced. 
The United States department o 
agriculture has recently issued a cir­ 
cular, for free distribution, giving a 
brief account of this disease.

States, addressed for delivery in for­ 
eign countries, which are subject to 
the postal "union postage rate, are 
prepaid only 2 cents, the senders of 
the letters being under the impres­ 
sion, it is presumed, that the 2-cent 
domestic postage rate is applicable 
to said letters. 
The only 
foreign 
countries 
to 
which the 2-cent letter rate applies 
are Canada, Cuba, 
Mex ico, 
New­ 
foundland, the Canal Zone, the Re­ 
public of Panama, 
the 
C ity , of 
Shanghi, China; 
Germany (by di­ 
rect steamer only ). 
England. Scot­ 
land, Wales and 
Ireland. 
To 
all 
other countries the rate is 5 cents for 
the first ounce or fraction thereof 
and 3 cents for each additional ounce 
or fraction thereof, which must be 
fully prepaid or the letters become 
liable on delivery to a charge equal 
to double the amount of the deficient 
postage. 
For ex ample, a single-rate 
letter prepaid only 2 cents would be 
subject on delievery to and additional 
postage charge of 6 cents. 
As charges for postage

short-paid letters give rise to much 
complaint, post-masters are directed 
to caution patrons of their offices re­ 
specting the matter.
